| —The-report-of Droayres;, Colonial Sarge 
for 1882, appears in Saturday's Gazette. From.

The number of deathe among Europeans was 
55 aa compared with 64 in 1881. The porcontage 
to the number of rasidenta was 1.80, the lowast 
peroontage of deaths in tho last tan years. 

The rainfall Jast year was 73,18 inche:, the 
tote! oombar of daya on which it rained 121 
May, Jane, July, and Aucust wero the months 
in which most rain fell, 60 inchas out of the 73 
falling’ ia those months. This is the amolloat 
rainfall in any one yaor since 1874.

T know little, That it is well known and rebog- 
ised by mediosl men iu some of the European 
settlements is proved by their reports, That it 
ia well known hero is also proved by the deaths 
registered among Kuropeans.
